Ev erything about v eils — ev ery 
connotation of the word—is fur 
tiv e, sly and questionable. Such 
as 
v eiled 
meanings,” 
“v eiled 
questions” and “v eiled maneu­ 
v ers.’ Only in religion does a v eil 
hav e a wholesome background— 
and 
there’s 
nothing 
religious 
about the p eek-a-boos that wom­ 
en are cooing ov er on dress-up 
hats this season. 
The intent is p lainly to deceiv e, 
but the question is who is sup ­ 
p osed to be deceiv ed. Certainly 
not husbands, who know darned 
well the face behind the v eil is 
the same one they saw at the 
breakfast table—no better or no 
worse. 
It couldn’t be the general p ub­ 
lic, because the G.P. learned long 
ago that women who wear v eils 
are sad about something, usually 
about the way they look. The gen­ 
eral p ublic resp ects a lady’s p ri­ 
v acy in this situation and doesn’t 
look twice. 
It couldn’t be unattached males 
who are the theoretical p ersons to 
be fooled 
by women wearing 
v eils. Any unattached male worth 
attaching knows enough to stay 
away from any woman wearing a 
v eil because it is likely to get 
caught in his teeth while he is 
mouthing a few sweet nothings 
into a shell-like ear, if he gets 
that close. 


That leav es only one p ossi­ 
bility, which is that the v eil- 
wearers must be trying to deceiv e 
one another. The idea is the same 
as a masquerade ball where 
ev erybody wears a mask to p ro­ 
v ide a common basis of comp eti­ 
tion for attention. 
But if that is the idea, it isn’t 
working. The hardest thing on 
earth for one woman to dp to an­ 
other woman is to deceiv e her.

The only reason for agitating 
the subject is that v eils are a haz­ 
ard not only to careless males who 
get tangled up in them from the 
outside but to their wearers, who 
get fouled up from the inside. 
Veils take p ractice. A wearer hag 
to keep her mind on her work 
and not p op a gumdrop into ner 
mouth without raising the shade. 
The things hav en’t been fire- 
p roofed, moreov er, which means 
that any lady addicted to the use 
of tobacco in combustible form 
must remember to get the cheese­ 
cloth out of the way, or p oof! The 
use of tobacco in non-comustible 
form also is tricky,.though it must 
be acknowledged that not many 
addicts of that curious v ice are 
v eil-wearers. 
It’s the lady who is forev er p op ­ 
p ing something into her mouth 
who worries watchers most. A lot 
of v eils are getting chewed to 
p ieces.
